Gotpsmitn’s Comedy of She Stoops io Conguer was, last evening, 
performed liere, in which Miss Mordaunt made her third appearance 
as Miss Hardcastle, and more than confirmed the favorable impression 
she had made by her performance of the Widow Cheerly. The part 
of Miss Hardcastle does not require that richness and breadth of hu- 
mor, that frank joyousness, which is required for a perfect representa- 
tion of Cherry’s heroine, and with which the lamented original repre- 
sentative of the character was so richly endowed : it merely requires 
youth, beauty, intelligence, liveliness, and naiveté, all of which Miss 
Mordaunt possesses in an eminent degree. In her first interview with 
‘Young Marlow, she played with the easy unaffected air of a gentle- 
woman, and in the subsequent scenes, she assumed, with her house- 
wife’s dress, just sufficient archress and rusticity of manner to deceive 
her lover, without for a moment degenerating into vulgarity; she was 
warmly and deservedly applauded. Mr. Farren’s Hardcastle was a 
clever piece of acting; he depicted his surprise and anger at the ef- 
frontry of Hastings with great comic force, and delivered the speech 
beginning “ Young man, young man,”’ in a very impressive manner. 
Jones rather overacted the mauvaise honie of Young Marlow in the 
first scene, with Miss Hardcastle ; and throughout the part was very 
inferior toC. Kemble. We know of no terms sufficiently strong’ to 
express our opinion of Listen’s personation of the mischevious, igno- 
rant, but good-humoured Tony ; it was perfection, and so irresistibly 
ludicrous that whenever he appeared shouts of merriment were heard 
from all parts of the house. Mrs. C. Jones played his mama as well 
as any actress could at this Theatre, but we missed “ the wild notes” 
of Mrs. Davenport, particularly in the scene after she discovers the 
loss of Miss ‘Neville’e jewels. Mr. J. Vining played Hastinge with 
gentlemanly ease and propriety; and Mrs. Newcombe was pleasing and 
unassuming in Miss Nelville. The Comedy altogether was very well 
acted, and the general effect was highly entertaining ;—it was an- 
nounced for repetition on Saturday. The Portrait of Cervantes, aud 
Masaniello followed the Comedy.
